The following office action is in response to the Decision by the Board of Appeals 
and Interferences dated 01/23/04. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
SchlitzU.S. Patent 2,51 1,651. 

Schlitz disclosed an apparatus comprising at least one key (see column 1 , lines 
1 1 ); a key ring (13); a plurality of key tags (2, 4), each one of the tags fabricated from a 
durable and weather resistant planar material (plastic) (see column 2, line 25) having a 
means (31 ) for attaching the tag to the key ring, the tag additionally presenting an 
challenge displayed on a first surface "PLEASE KEEP COIN AND RETURN TO 
ADDRESS ON OTHER SIDE" and presenting an answer appropriate to the challenge 
"JOHN DOE III MAIN ST. ARCADIA IOWA", the answer normally concealed when the 
challenge is visible; Fig. 1 shows at least one tag is attached to the key ring (13) 
(applicant's claim 1 ). The tags are further comprised by suitable plastic such as 
methyl methacry late or the like, which can be made by a molding process, such material 
is considered a reinforced polymeric composition. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
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Claim 5 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 7-17 are allowed.
